This is necessary as the claim recited dependence upon claim 133, which depended upon 
claim 132, thus creating dependent claims dependent upon each other. From the Remarks filed 
22 AUG 07, it was evident that the claims were rewritten in allowable form as noted in the office 
action entered 21 FEB 07.
